American Federation of Labor Hears 
Bitter Oratory. 
San Francisco, Nov. 22.—Y esterday 
afternoon’s session of the American 
Federation of Labor was the most ex­ 
citing held. 
During the heated debate 
which followed the unexpected inter­ 
jection f»f the question of Socialism 
before the delegates, Samuel Gompers 
and John Mitchell were charged with 
being traitors to the cause of labor. 
These charges and the bitter socialis­ 
tic debate which followed were caused 
by the introduction of a resolution by 
Delegate Victor B erger of Milwaukee 
strongly tinged with socialism. 
The 
resolut-'on com m ittee reported to the 
comm ittee that it recom mended the 
m easure excepting the objectionable 
clause 
A Socialist delegate arose and 
asked 
why 
the 
particular 
section 
should be expurgated. 
This opened 
the floodgates of oratory and vitup era­ 
tion, and the battle was not over until 
an hour and fifteen minutes after the 
regular tim e for adjournment. 
By an 
overwhelm ing vote the delegates then 
passed tho resolution as recom m end­ 
ed by the comm ittee and expressed 
their confidence In John Mitchell and 
Samuel Gompers. 
The fight between 
Che Chicago Federation of Labor and 
the 
national 
organization 
brought 
about by th e question of trade auton 
omy was partially settled by perm it­ 
ting D elegate W illiam Schardt. presi­ 
dent of the Chicago Federation of L a­ 
bor, to have a seat and voice in the 
present 
convention 
and 
directing 
President Gompers to go to Chicago 
within th irty days and endeavor to 
settle the dispute existing between 
the two big organizations. 
If this 
could not bo effected it was the sense 
of the convention that the Chicago 
body lie perm anently suspended from 
the American Federation of Labor. 
A nother action of far-reaching im­ 
portance w as th at taken on the report 
of a special com m ittee on dem and by 
the typographical union for an eight 
hour day, 
The convention voted u nan ­ 
imously to endorse the dem and and 
pledged itself to aid the movement 
financially by levying an assessm ent 
on each of the m em bers if such a 
course should become necessary.

Chicago, Nov. 22.— For a w eek the 
local police have held in custody eight 
men who are accused of complicity 
in or knowledge of the m u rd er of 
Natoli 
Selefani, 
an 
Italian 
whose 
corpse was found floating in th e lake 
a fortnight ago. 
The usual m ethods 
of police procedure have heretofore 
failed to secure from any of th e men 
a confession of guut, or an acknow l­ 
edgem ent of information concerning 
th e crime. 
The officers then resorted 
to a new plan, in the hope of obtaining 
from some one of tho prisoners the 
desired clue. 
T he body of Selefani, which had 
been interred in Mt. Carmel cem etery, 
w as exhumed, carried to a vault and 
plaeed in a sitting position. 
T he right 
arm and hand were propped up in 
such a m anner th a t the index finger 
pointed directly at the face of any 
person entering the vault. 
The a tti­ 
tude of the body was made as nearly 
as possible like that which would be 
assum ed by a person saying, “ You 
are the men who killed me.” 
Police Inspector Shippy then took 
to the vault four of the prisoners, 
P eter Miro, Frank Bell, Charles Ben- 
zio, all Italians, and Joyce Topyin, 
the colored porter of a saloon in which 
Selefani passed considerable tim e on 
the day on which he was last seen 
alive. 
One by one he caused them to 
confront the accusing finger of the 
dead man and watched for a sign of 
nervous collapse. 
Benzlo and Bell 
w eut through the ordeal without ex­ 
hibiting a trace of emotion. 
T h e col­ 
ored porter was badly frightened, but 
he did not reveal 
anything in the 
shape of a clue. 
Miro refused to en ter 
the vault, and the officers were com ­ 
pelled to d ra s him before the corpse, 
and compel him to gaze upon it. 
He 
did not speak, however, and has not 
said anything since being returned to 
the police station that would indicate 
an intention of adm itting 
th a t he 
knows anything about the murder.
